Beach project was halted 
Dec. 31 when the Molinaro 
Group announced the plan 
will not move forward. 

The Burlington-based 
developer did not specify 
why it was backing out of 
the project, but the deci¬ 
sion came just weeks after 
council voted 4-3 to reject 
an extension to give them 

minium units. 

Vince Molinaro, presi¬ 
dent of the Molinaro Group, 
could not be reached for 
comment before press 

In November, Molinaro 
said 16 of the develop¬ 
ment’s 67 units had been 
sold. 

The Molinaro Group was 
able to terminate its pur- 


enough sales by Dec. 31. 

The project faced many 
lawsuits and hearings over 
the years. 

It was still awaiting a land 
titles absolute application 
so the land agreement 
between the municipality 
and the Molinaro Group 
could be finalized. 

A hearing with the land 
registry office was held in 
April, as the application 
was challenged by a group 
of opponents, but a verdict 
had yet to be made. 

“This decision has set 
(Crystal Beach) back 10 
years and in the develop¬ 
ment community, proba¬ 
bly 20 years,” said longtime 
Coun. Rick Shular, who 
supported the develop- 

“This was a public-pri¬ 
vate partnership with good 
business people, with a 
well-renowned firm. 

“Our staff (past and pres¬ 
ent) spent hundreds, prob¬ 
ably thousands of hours 
into making this project 


work. We don’t have the 
appropriate funds on our 
own to revitalize the Bay 
Beach area. We’ve thrown 
a great opportunity away.” 

Coun. Don Lubberts, 
who represents the ward 
where Bay Beach is locat¬ 
ed, has been opposed to 
the project since he was 
elected in 2010. He said the 
agreement between the 
Molinaros and the town 
was a “bad deal.” 

“Some people will say 
we’re losing $3.4 million 
worth of community bene¬ 
fits. No, we were giving 
away $2.7 million worth of 
property for free. That’s 
what it was appraised at,” 

Lubberts said the town 
has a “second chance” to 

property.” 

He said council can bet¬ 
ter spend the money it was 
going to put towards the 
town’s cost-sharing agree¬ 
ment on other improve¬ 
ments at Bay Beach.

Bridges Community Centre offers free 
programs for New Year's resolutions

It’s easy to make a New 
Year’s resolution but it's diffi¬ 
cult to keep it. 

To help people learn to eat 
better, manage their weight or 
quit smoking, Bridges 
Community Health Centre in 
Fort Erie is offering a wide 
variety of free programs to 
assist in making changes and 
sticking to them, said health 
promoter Rhonda Barron. 

Each year, Barron said one 
in three Canadians resolve to 
make themselves better in 
some way, but only a small 
percentage of people keep 
those resolutions. 

“Making resolutions is a 
strategy people use to moti¬ 
vate themselves but often 


people are not ready to change 
their habits, especially habits 
they have been practicing for 
many years,” Barron said. 

"People also set unrealistic 
goals and expectations when 
making New year’s resolu¬ 
tions. Achieving your resolu¬ 
tion involves changing behav¬ 
iors and to change a behavior, 
you need to change the way 
you think," she added. 

One way to help people 
make changes such as to quit 
smoking is through programs 
that provide support. 

"Research has shown that 
programs focused on helping 
individuals learn self¬ 
management skills 
increases their chanc¬ 
es of making positive 
changes 
health.” 


Even if people aren't ready 
to make a big change like such 
as quitting smoking, Barron 
said sometimes its a matter of 
"opening yourself up to 
receive information.” 

“You may not be feeling like 
making that change but we 
still encourage people to come 
out,” she said. 

“Maybe it’s about harm 
reduction strategies and we 
can help you cut back from 
smoking a full pack to five 
cigarettes a day."

The Town of Fort Erie have initiated Community Improvement Plans (CIPs) for the downtown commercial and core mixed 
use areas of Ridgeway and Bridgeburg. Efforts are underway to establish incentive programs to assist in stimulating 
investment and renewal in these commercial core areas. Each of these downtowns have been through the Secondary Plan 
process (OPA15 and OPA 5 respectively) and have received local adoption. 

As part of the background work undertaken for the Secondary Plans, the downtowns had been identified as being prime 
candidates for CIP incentives, which would require steps for creation and implementation at the local level. Essentially, the 
process involves defining a boundary limit or “Project Area” in each of the downtown areas (typically the commercial limits) 
and then determining incentive programs that would be applied to each Project Area. Staff have commenced informal 
consultations with stakeholders and are now inviting public comment on draft incentive programs and draft project areas 
used in the early consultations. 


These model incentive programs are currently draft and comprise: 


A commercial Signage Program; and 

A Residential Intensification Incentive Program, geared to increase residential 
dwellings / apartments above commercial in the downtown areas. 

Town staff are proceeding with program development based on one-time grant incentive funding for the draft “model”

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Burroughs: Region must 'get back on track 1 in New Year

Regional council must 
find its focus and get back 
to work after a tough 2013, 
said Niagara Regional 
Chair Gary Burroughs. 

He acknowledged 2013 
was a difficult year for the 
Region, between a wave 
of senior staff departures 
and a discipline contro¬ 
versy on council. For 2014, 
he said, council must "get 
back on track" and focus 
on the needs of Niagara 
residents. 

"It's certainly, from the 
(councils) that I've been 
on, been a challenge. And 
that's why I'm talking 
about the refocusing," he 

With a municipal elec¬ 
tion looming in October, 
Burroughs—who said last 
year he plans to run for 
chairman again—voiced 
hope councillors would 
campaign on their own 

"My issue is, let's keep 
doing Regional business 
and try to keep the elec¬ 
tioneering outside 
Regional business time." 

Ahead of the October 
vote, the Region faces a 
laundry list of big issues 
from starting work on a 
new Burgoyne Bridge— 
which the Region had to 
find another $25.5 million 
to budget toward—to 
building a new wastewa¬ 
ter treatment plant in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

And the Region is pen¬ 
cilled in to host the 
Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities conference 
this year, too. 

That comes after the 
Region saw the seeds of a 
culture shift planted when 
longtime chief adminis¬ 
trative officer Mike Trojan 
retired in mid-2013. The 
Region was already with¬ 
out its corporate services 
commissioner and deputy 
treasurer. 

Councillors began 
replenishing the roster by 
hiring Harry Schlange as 
CAO. Mo Lewis was 
brought in as interim 


finance chief, and the 
Region is seeking new 
permanent commission¬ 
ers for finance and public 

"It's certainly a culture 
change," Burroughs said. 

"This is a change. 
We're still early. ... We'U 
have to identify exactly 
how the change is going 
to take place and where 
are the gaps." 

Also difficult for the 
Region in 2013 was the 
issue of council disci- 

Councillors ultimately 
hired Robert Swayze as 
integrity commissioner. 


His impact was felt when back and forth, 
he chastised St. Catharines 
councillor Andy Petrowski 
for two incidents involv¬ 
ing regional staff, though 
Petrowski disputed the 
findings. 

"It was again a chal¬ 
lenge in 2013 just dealing 
with the issue," Burroughs 
said of the integrity talks. 

"I think we have dealt with
